The collective project 
yielded a net profit "of $750.23, 
Raising. of 300 chicken friers 
brought a net profit of $72.50.

able.data as to the practical pos- 
sibilities that exist. 

For over forty years Dr. Pam- 
philis has been planting. testing 
and working to produce mulberry 
treés-in this area and his establish- 
l|ed records show that three varie- 
f | ties can bé successfully grown 
here—his Albomooris, Black En- 
gìish and Morettiani, that are cap- 
able of producing as much silk 
from the cocoons as those of the 
most favored sections.
